June 10—Postpone- 
ment of the hearing of the contest In

tho heated conflict between tho Taft 
and Roosevelt factions in tho Repub- 
lican national committee, Tho vote of 
S8 to 13 by -which the postponement 
was effected on motion of 
Senator 


Crane of Massachusetts drew beyond 
any possible doubt tho lines between 
the factions. 


The negative votes were thoso of: 
Knight of California; Borah of Ida- 


ho; Burman of Kentucky: Wight of 
Louisiana; Kellogg of Minnesota; Lit- 
tauer 
(for Flanlgan 
of Nevada); 


Ward of New York; Capers of South 
Carolina; Thorson of South Dakota; 
Loose of Utah; Rogers of Wisconsin 
and McCoy of the Philippines. 


The committee then took up 
the 


case of the four delegates at 
largo 


from Indiana. 
It was expected the 


Indiana caeos and perhaps those from 
Kentucky would be finished today, 


Tndiana for Taft 


In the Indiana case tho national 


committee again gave the decision for 
tho sitting (Taft) delegates at large, 
adding four to tho 72 given the Taft 
side last week In the cases from Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida and Georgia. 


This four, however, was tho first 


Taft gain from the north. 


The motion to seat tho Taft dele- 


gates was made by Committecman 
Bolber of the District of Columbia. 
Senator Borah asked for permission 
to make a statement. 
"I don't want 


my voto to approve the action of tho 
credentials committee," he said, "but 
they hail a primary, and tho victory. 
In any event apparently was for Taft." 


Frank B. KelloRg also said that 


while ho believed there were frauds, 
they were not enough to Invalidate 
tho Taft victor;1. 


Both Mr. Borah and Mr. Kollogg 


voted to seat the Taft delegates, as 
did all tho Roosevelt members of the 
committee. 


The vote on roll call was unirnous 


—52 to none—in favor of seating tho 
Taft delegates.

would provide for an amendment to 
the constitution fixing the term of the 
president at six yearn and making the 
Incumbent forever Ineligible for 
an- 


other term. This plank would require 
an amendment to tho federal constitu- 
tion.

.close friends of Senator La Follette1 
,are favoring another amendment to 
tho constitution to provide for amend- 
ing tho amending clause of the consti- 
tution so as to make it possible to 
change the fundamental law of the 
land easily.

Well Known Racine County 


Farmer Dies At Home 
Sunday Morning—One of 
Leading Agriculturists. 


OF NATIONAL REPUTE 


Had Nation-wide Reputa- 


tion Among Ornitholo- 


.> gists—Knew Habits 
of 


Wisconsin Birds. 


At S.30 o'clock Sunday morning, 


Benjamin R. Bones, one of the most 
prominent and esteemed citizens of 
Raclno county, died at his home in 
tKe town of. Mt. Pleasant, aged 71 
years. 


Mr. Bones had been ill for several 


months and at times his condition was 
reported improved, but last Wednes- 
day ho took a turn for the worse and 
physicians gave no hope, the end com- 
ing quietly on the Sabbath morning. 


In tho demise of Mr. Bones the 


southern part of Wlsconein loses one 
of its great men, one who is known 
to almost every man, woman and child 
for a hundred miles around, and he 
will be greatly missed. 


Born in Kentucky 


Benjamin R. Bones was born In 


Owlngsvlllc, Kentucky, March S, 1841, 
and was a son of Thomas and Cath- 
arine (Frey) ones. 
The parental 


grandfather 
of.- the deceased was 


Thomas Bones, a native of Pennsyl- 
vania, and his ancestors came to Am- 
erica from Ireland, in 1680. 
Thomas 


Bones was a farmer and a carrier of 
dispatches when General Washington 
was at Valley Forge. 
Ho was a sol- 


dier of tho Revolutionary war. 


The father of Benjamin R. Bones 


was an Iron manufacturer of Carth- 
age, Now York, and in 1839 went to 
Kentucky. 
He continued there until 


1841, 
when, being an 
anti-slavery 


man, tho agitation caused him to re- 
move from there to Wisconsin. 
He 


came in the spring of 1842, purchas- 
ing 160 acres of land In the town of 
ML Pleasant, the farm upon which 
Benjamin R. Bones lived, from tho 
time he was one year of age, to the 
time of his death. 
The fathar died 


in his 7Sth year. 


Grandfather Fur Trader 


Bon Bones' paternal, grandfather 


was Phillip Rokel Fre'y, a native of 
Now York state and of Swiss descent. 
His ancestors came from Zurich, Swit- 
zerland, in the year 1684, and settled 
in New Yorkv state, forty miles west 
of Albany and forty miles from tiny 
white settler. 
His wife was General 


Herklmer's sister, and the Herklmw 
name is still kept In the family. Phil- 
lip Frey was reared there and took 
part in the Revolutionary war. 
He 


was later agent for John Jacob Aetor 
In the 
fur business, 
making trips 


around the head of Lake Michigan 
during the 
winter months and to 


Green Bay during the summers. 
He 


continued in the employ of Astor all 
his life and died at the ago of 84 
years. 
Hia wife was Mary Louise St. 


Martin, daughter of a French exile, 
Count Jacques St. Martin, 
She died 


when Benjamin Bones' 'mother was 
born. 
In 1791-92 Mr. Frey made a 


trip around the head of Lake Michi- 
gan from New York state on foot, to 
Green Bay, then up the Fox riv»r, 
down the Wisconsin, up the MIsslss- 
ppl, across Red River, collecting furs, 
which were taken in boats pulled by 
Indians, down Lake Superior, in tho 
month of November. 
Phillip Frey's 


grandfather carried two bushels of 
wheat over an Indian train in Now 
York state, a distance of ninety miles, 
and sowed it in Horkimor county, this 
jcing the .first wheat ever sown in tho 
VIohawk valley. 
There are still de- 


scendants of this Froy family in Her- 
klmer county, and they own property 
that 
was originally owned by 
tho 


founder of the famly in America. 


Educated in County 


Benjamin R. Bonos attended the 


district schools during his boyhood 
days, and also the Racine High school. 
When he reached his majority he fol- 
owed farming; became successful, 
and considered on» of the most suc- 
cessful tillers of the .soil in his soc- 
lon. 
In addition to farming ho gnvo 


a great deal of attention to the study 
of birds and minerals and for more 
than a quarter of a century mado his 
annual reports to the department at 
Washigton, D. C. 
He was a recog- 


nized authority on the habits and na- 
ture of every kind of bird frequeot- 
ng this state. 
He knew exactly tho 


date that every species arrived during 
the year and when they left In flight 
for the south. 
Many articles were 


written by him on this important sub- 
oct and published in magazines and 
.he dally press. 
His farm_ was a 


model and the melons and otn*er fruits 


raised became famous In every sec- 


ion. 
Further, no hunter ever dared 


enter his farm and shoot a bird. 
He 


had pets and fed them during the 
chilly blasts of the winter. 
The li- 


brary accumulated by Mr. Bonea was 
> 


one of tho largest and most valuable 
in Racine county. 


Married Miss Cutting 


On ' October 16, 1879, Mr. Bones 


^married Miss Sarah Doollttle Cutting, 
a niece of the late United States Sena- 
tor James R. Doolittle. 
Two child- 


ren were born to Mr. and Mrs. Bones, 
Katharine, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and Ben Rowland 
Bones. 
Politically, Mr. Bones was a 


Republican, but positively refused to 
ever accept office. 
He was a great 


admirer of Senator Robert M. LaFol- 
latte, having known him from boy- 
hood. 
He was a member of the Ar- 


chaelogical society of Wisconsin and 
took a great deal of interest in the re- 
searches of that organization, furnish- 
ing valuable facts with reference to 
the mounds which are to be seen in 
the Mound cemetery and also stones, 
such as battle axes and flints. 


He was a good man, honest, upright 


and always disliked deception of any 
kind; his word was as good as gold, 
and he always enlightened the world 
with the information he had gained, 
with great delight. 


He Is survived by a widow, one son, 


Benjamin Rowland Bones, one sister 
Mrs. Phillip Frev, and one brother, 
former State Senator Thomas Bones, 
no wof Washington, D. C., but who has 
been In the city several days. 


The funeral will take place from the 


home, tomorrow afternoon at 3:00.

quarter cup of white sugar and 
n. 


piece of butter the size of an egg, and 
stir in two beaten egprs. 
Add one- 


halt pint of sweet milk, two cups of 
white flour, one-half cup of yellow 
corn meal, two heaping teaspoonfuis 
of baking powder and a little 
salt. 


Boat hard and bako In a long, narrow 
bread tin In a moderate oven. 


Escolloncd Onions—Peel six on- 


ions; 
boll in cold water until tender; 


butter a shallow dish and arrange tho 
-onions on it; add n cup of milk and 
a tabiespoonful 
of butter; 
sprinklo 


over a scant half-cup 
of 
cracker 


crumbs: put pieces of butter the size 
of a cherry on top 
of each onion; 


bake slowly about an hour. 


Tomato Catsup—Chop 
fine 
four 


green peppers and four small onions. 
Add two tnblospoonfuls each of salt, 
ginger, mustard, brown sujrnr, cinna- 
mon and nutmeg. 
Boll with twelve 


rlpo tomatoes in a quart of vinegar 
for about throe hours, stirring often. 
Bottle while hot. 


A catsup made 
without cooking 


which has. the pure tomato flavor, 
calls for one-half peck of ripe 
to- 


matoes, cut very fine, three-quarters 
cupful of salt, half on ounce of black 
mustard send, half ounce 
of black 


pepper, 
two rod peppers without 


seeds, chopped very fine; a teaspoon- 
ful of ground cloves, two teaspoon- 
fuis of ground cinnamon and a quart 
of the best vinegar. 
Mix thoroughly 


and turn into bottles. 


Beefsteak 
and 
Tomatoes—Beef- 


steak with tomatoes is a new way 
of utilizing rump steak.

decreased and the- total surplus now is 
less than one month's requirements at

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Age worn Draft Tells Tale 


The story of how the daughter 


of a wealthy Bohemian family 
married the man of her 
choice 


and was disowned by her broth- 
ers and sisters 37 years ago, is 
brought to light by the finding of 
a sight draft for $03 in gold, by 
Joseph Budar, proprietor of the 
Drexol Hotel on Main street. 


Coming to this country with 


friends when she was but twelvo 
years old, Joe's mother took up 
her 
residence 
in 
Milwaukee, 


where a few years later she mar- 
ried Joseph Budar—now Joseph 
Budar, Sr. 
Joe's father was not a man of 


money. He was young and pros- 
pects for the future were bright, 
but his earthly possessions were 
few. 
Refusing to 
let 
money 


stand in the way of real love 
and happiness they entered upon 
tho sea of matrimony. 
Brothers and sisters of 
tha 


young bride In her native land 
were notified of the wedding, with 
the result that the next mall from 
Bohemia brought a letter contain- 
ing the draft Issued in Prague 
on the Second National bank of 
Milwaukee, and a few words to 
the effect that she had 
decided 


her course and would have to 
steer her own ship. Mrs. Budar's 
name had been scratched from 
the family records. 


Budar did not like the way his 


wife's relatives looked at tho mat- 
ter and rather than take any- 
thing from. them, he refused to 
cash the draft. 
Instead of de- 


stroying it, however, ho placed it 
with some old papers in a tin 
box and soon forgot it. 


A son—Joo, Jr.—arrived 
to 


add to the happiness of the Budar 
home in the Cream 
City. 
The 


child grew to manhood, knowing 
little of the real story. 


In some way the tin box found 


its way into Joe, Jr.'s home in 
this city and the other day, while 
looking over the contents, ho ran 
across the draft. 


Thursday Joe was in Milwau- 


kee, where his parents still re- 
side, and showed the paper to his 
father and iearned the story. 


Joe presented the draft to the 


Bohemian consul with tho request 
that-it bo collected with tho in- 
terest for 37 years. . 


The draft, now yellow with age, 


will be returned to Prague, where 
the money Is still in the keeping 
ot the bank. 
It bears the date 


of July 23, 1875. 


Despite the number of years 


that have passed since the loath 
of Mrs. Budar's parents, the es- 
tate is still unsettled and still in 
charge of the elder brother, but 
Mrs. 
Budar 
recently 
received 


word from tho old country that 
she would 
receive 
her 
share, 


which amounts to a. tidy sum, in 
the very near future. 


THE COMMON COURT 


Sncramonto Union—Tho abolition 


of the commerce court by the re- 
fusal of Congress to provide for its 
support wus a stroke for both econ- 
omy and protection of tho interstate 
commerce commission against inter- 
ference with the enforcement of Its 
orders .

"At tho hear there will be an out- 


ward folding door with automatically 
folding step.

PENSION SYSTEM 


Public school teachers of 
Racine

come under tho Wisconsin Teachers' 
Insurance and Retirement fund law 
which was created by tho legislature 
last year.

salary, not to exceed SIS In any ono 
year, for each of the next succeeding 
fifteen years two per cent upon the 
annual salary not to exceed $30 in 
any one year. On becoming a mem- 
ber of the fund every teacher 
who 


has taught less than ten years is as- 
sessed one per cent per annum, upon 
her salary until tho first ten years of 
service are completed.

School as Contor 
' 


Here's what President Peterson had 


to say about social centers: 


"It has long been my belief that the 


school buildings are not utilized fully 
enough. Keeping them open five and 
a half hours out of each twenty-four 
Is hardly giving a sufficient return 
upon the capital invested. 
It Is my 


belief that every building should stand 
as the center of the school community 
In educational and social matters. The 
people should be given a chance to 
get acquainted, to discuss questions of 
current and public importance and 
the play activities should be encour- 
aged on school grounds.

3D favor of Watson.

The supreme court handed down a 


decision Tuesday 
in the case of 


Harry Lawler vs. Town Board of 
Linn of Walworth county. 
The suit 


was on the right to cut a water chan- 
nel across a highway along Lake Ge- 
neva for the purpose of floating loe. 


The plaintiff is a Chicago ice dealer 


and prepared to put up an ice house. 
He wanted to cut a channel 14 feet 
across the road in order to float the

Judge Vinje, of Superior, tried the

Judge Vlnje made this decision, he 
was appointed to tho supremo court, 
and he did not sit in the case.

massing the case for three assign- 
ments, tho Judges stood three and 
three, which under the rule of the 
court,

udgment. Application for a rohear- 
ng was made, granted, the case re- 
argued in April and the court now 
rendors a decision reversing the dacis- 
on of Judge Vlnje and ordering the 
case be dismissed, and this'stops the 
building of the ditch forever.

is economical as well as wise. When 
she puts animals in dark places where 
they need' no eyes, eyeless they arc. 
There are blind fish and insects and 
spiders in Mammcth Cave, and in tho 
Adelsberg Cave- in Carniola, Austria, 
there'is'a singular repile with minute 
and useless eyes beneath the skin. 


Cave-dwelllnR 
animals also 
lose- 


their coloring, so we have wonderful 
white beetles and spiders, the last 
named, curiously enough, still weav- 
ing their webs. An interesting adap- 
tation is found In the case of the ->Imd 
crabs found In deep soundings. Tho 
stalks that normally carry the eyes 
of crabs and lobsters are in their 
cases modified Into sensitive anten- 
nae.

CUSTOM RULES UNTIL LAW IS CHANGED 
The disturbance raised over the re* 


f usal of the Republican National com-H 
mittee to admit new members chosen: 
i. 


at supposed conventions at tiame th^ 
at supposed conventions at time thai 
delegates were chosen, is wholly with-* 
out reason, 
Tho newly elected mem-< 


bers will have no right whatever, elthx 
er by custom or law, to displace tha 
sitting member who retains his plac«. 
until the National convention has ac< 
cepted the choice of the' respectlva 
states as are respectively' reported by 
the committees chosen by the con* 
vontion who 
have this matter In, 


charge. 
Therefore, very properly, all 


newly chosen members have no volco 
In the present convention, but take 
the place of tho old members after 
their confirmation by the convention. 


This matter is .explained by tho 


Chicago Inter Ocean in the follow-< 
ing: 


"From the beginning of the Repub- 


lican party its national committee has 
had' a definite constitution, -with a. 
flxed term of service and clearly pre- 
scribed functions. 
It "Is composed 


of one member from each state or 
territory and one from th«-District of 
Columbia. 
It is elected: by the na- 


tional convention. 
By custom, th^ 


convention elects the man tha dele-" 
gates of his state select. 
That selec- 


tion, however, is purely advisory- Th« 
national convention elects, and with* 
out such election no man becomes at 
member cf the committee except to 
fill a vacancy." 


All the political reform foods ye» 


Introduced have not the force of oy« 
erthrowtng established party customs 
•without proper notice. 
Thus the es- 


tablished customs of tho Republican, 
party will and should be kept invio- 
late, as well as respected until tho 
same authority that established tha , 
party rules changes them. 
The pro- 


cess is easy enough if it is desired to so 
change. It can readily be done through; 
the present coming National conven- 
tion, then, naturally, all concerned 
having due notice, there will be fair 
play for oven.' co.ndldg.te four years) 
hence. 
Any other course could not 


but be a gross violation of all the de- 
cencies. 
The candidates for 
the 


presidential nomination know theso 
facta well enough and they will not 
counsel their followers to attempt any 
unseemliness. If they do not care for 
the established customs until properly 
changed, that Is another matter. But 
tho great majority of the Republican 
party will know well enough where 
fair play Is set aside, and it Is "be- 
lieved, as has always been previously 
the case, a cheerful acquiescence will 
be shown. 
There is no occasion for 


any display of Ill-feeling at Chicago. 


THE CALIFORHIA CASE 


To understand the California case, 


It being probable the Taft leaders 
may contest, it can bo explained In 
not many words. 
The National com- 


mittee Issued its call providing for 
electing delegates by districts, as al- 
ways previously had been the case. 
It expressly recognizod primary elec- 
tions in states having such laws, but 
It is clear the call meant such choice 
should be by districts, congressional 
and senatorial. 


The California primary law repudia- 


ted the districts and provided delegates 
to be all elected at large. The election, 
was so held. In tho Fourth district tho 
Taft delegates received a majority, 
but was refused ratification by tho 
secretary of state on ground that tho 
election was not held by districts. Yet 
delegates wero namod in every dis- 
strlct by the opposing contestants, but 
without the vote being declared separ- 
ately by districts. It thus followed that 
a plurality In the state would return 
every delegate, though one candidate 
might have carried a majority of th« 
districts, the plur&lltly or majority in 
the lesser number being so great as to 
more than overcome the smaller ma- 
jorities in tho greater number. How- 
ever, the Taft men, in fact, counting 
by districts, elected but one man, this 
one In the Fourth. 
Thera can be no 


question but that at least this ona 
delegate should be 'admitted, however 
it may bo as to all the rest of tho 
state delegates. 


On this point, that of construction, 


that delegates were not chosen by dis< 
trlcts as the call required and thera-- 
fore all such delegates may bo thrown 
out, 
the committee would be doing 


no more than the Roosevelt strength 
would certainly do na to any Taft del< 
egatCB. But as a matter of policy, tn» 
wisest cour«e would be to:admit th< 
entire Roosevelt delegation, but th«, 
one from tha Fourth, sine* there is n« 
question as to the success of the Taft 
delegate in this, and no claim anj 
other district was so carried. 


Logically, the committee may thro* 


them all out, but will this be the wls< 
ost course? 
B.ttor take ths ono del< 


egate who received a majority in fcl* 
district, as no fair man would ques* 
tlon the justico of this. 


THE PRESIDENT WANTSTuBLlCITY 


The President was right in calllntf 


on tho National committee to 
hold 


open sessions In all those casoa of con- 
tested delegations. This waa the only 
v-ay and the President blazed It 
for the National committee. 
Thera 


are many of tho contests, over 
two 


hundred, and patience Is colled for on 
part of those to whom will fall 
tha 


duty of deciding. There 1« but 
tha 


one way, that as to regularity of call 
'and of proceedings. It it a mutter of 
wholly no consequence in these con- 
tests a« to whom tho presiding officer* 
wore for, or tho majority of tho dele- 
gate* In the conventions, but 
wera . 


tho proceedings under regularity and 
were thoro no usurpations of author* 
ity. It is manifestly no excuse -what-i 
ever for bolting just because a 
sup- 


posed majority finds itself fairly out- 
voted, or 
beoauso the 
proceedings 


were not to tho liking of some.
